Article XI. Amendments 

This constitution may be amended by two-thirds vote of the 
members present at any Annual Meeting provided a majority 
of the membership is present and due notice of the proposed 
change has been given by the Executive Board in the call 
for the meeting. If a majority of the membership is not pres- 
ent, this constitution may be amended upon a vote by mem- 
bers present authorizing the Executive Board to conduct a 
vote by mail. Two-thirds of those voting must approve the 
proposed amendment.

a By-Laws 
Article I. Membership 





Section 1. Dues, Rights, and Privileges. 

(a) Individual active members 
Annual dues shall be $1.50, subject to divisional allot- 
ment. 

(b) Associate members 
Annual dues shall be $1.00, not subject to divisional 
allotment. 

(c) Institutional members 
Annual dues shall be $2.00, not subject to divisional 
allotment. A library membership shall entitle that library 
to one vote and the trustees thereof to all other privileges 
of the Association. 

(d) Affiliated societies 
Annual dues shall be $2.00, not subject to divisional 
allotment. An affiliated society shall be entitled to one 
vote, 

(e) Life members 
Individual dues shall be $25.00, subject to divisional 
allotment for those who become life members after the 
adoption of this section. Institutional dues shal] be 
$50.00, not subject to divisional allotment. 

Section 2. Members whose dues are unpaid for over two years 
and who continue this delinquency for 30 days after receiv- 
ing a written notice of the same from the treasurer shall be 
dropped from membership. This membership may be renewed 
by the payment of the dues required of new members. 
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Section 3. No member who is in arrears for dues for the cur- 
rent year shall hold office in the Association or take active 
part in the Meetings. 

Section 4. 

(a) The fiscal year of the Association shall be the calendar 
ear. 

(b) The membership year for the Association and for the 
divisions shal] be the calendar year. 

(c) Annual dues shall be payable to the Treasurer, who shall 
mail notices of such dues to all members, on or before 
the first day of January of each year, and a second 
notice to all members who have failed to pay the same, 
on or before the first of June of each year. 


Article 1. Divisions 

Section 1. Each division shall organize as suits its needs and 
carry on activities along the lines of its own interests, 

Section 2. Thirty-five cents of the Association dues paid by 
each active member of the Association shall go to one 
division, in accordance with the expressed desire of the 
member. 

Section 3. Members of the Association may become members 
of more than one division upon payment of an additional 
35-cents fee for each additional division chosen, such fees 
to be included in the allotment to the division designated; 
and upon meeting any other qualifications the division may 
impose. 

Section 4. Associate members may become members of a divi- 
sion upon payment of a 35-cent fee in addition to payment of 
regular dues, such fees to be included in the allotments to 
the division designated. 

Section 5. For any individual who becomes a life member after 
the adoption of this section the Executive Board shall, dur- 
ing the life-time of such member, allot 35 cents annually to 
the division expressly designated by such member, which 
designation may be changed from year to year. 

Section 6. Funds allotted to a division are to be transferred 
to the treasurer of such division annually. The treasurer of 
the Association may require a report of the expenditures of 
the allotted funds from the treasurer of each division an- 
nually. 


Article Hl. Meetings 

Section 1. Special meetings of the Association may be called 
by the Executive Board at the request of ten per cent of the 
members of the Association, providing at least three week’s 
previous notice be duly given the Association, and only 
business mentioned in the call be transacted. 

Section 2. Ten per cent of the active membership, representing 
at least five institutions, shal] constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business at any annual or called meeting of 
the Association. A majority of the members of the Executive 
Board shall constitute a quorum of that body. 

Section 3. The Executive Board shall have authority to plen 
and conduct district meetings in the State. 


Article IV. Officers 

Section 1. All officers of this Association shall be elected 
for one year, or until their successors are elected and quali- 
fied; their terms of office to commence at the adjournment 
of the aunual meeting at which they are elected. In the event 
of no annual meeting an election may be held by mail. 

Section 2. The duties of all officers shall be such as implied 
by their respective titles and such as are specified in these 
by-laws. 

Section 3, The Secretary shall keep a complete file of records 
of the proceedings of all meetings of the Association and 
Executive Board, shall report the date and place of the 
annual meeting of this Association to the Library Journal 
for publication in the calendar of events, and shal! 

a report of the Association and send the same to the Library 
Journal and the A.L.A. Bulletin for publication. 
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Section 4. The Treasurer shall disburse the moneys of the 
Association only upon the order or approval of the President; 
shall annually turn over to each division the allotments made 
to said division accompanied by a list of members whose 
dues are allotted; shall render annual reports to the Asso- 
ciation at its annual meeting and file them to be kept with 
the records of the Association; shall transfer the funds and 
records to the newly elected treasurer within thirty (30) 
days after the annual meeting. 

Section 5. An annual audit of the Treasurer’s books shall be 


made by a committee to be appointed by the President 
the time of the annual meeting of the Association. 

Section 6. The Executive Board shal] designate the amount 
which shal] be paid to the Executive Secretary and to th 
Editor of the official publication. 


Article V. Parliamentary Authority 
Section 1. Robert’s Rules of Order, latest revision shall be 
the governing authority in any matter not specifically covered 
by this Constitution and these By-laws, 


LIBRARY BILL OF RIGHTS 


The Council of the American L.ibrary Association re- 
affirms its belief in the following basic policies which 
should govern the services of all libraries: 


1 
AS A RESPONSIBILITY of library service, books and 


other reading matter selected should be chosen for values 
of interest, information and enlightenment of all the 
people of the community. In no case should any book be 
excluded because of the race or nationality, or the poli- 
tical or religious views of the writer. 


2 
THERE SHOULD BE the fullest practicable provision 


of material presenting all points of view concerning the 
problems and issues of our times, international, national, 
and local; and books or other reading matter of sound 
factual authority should not be prescribed or removed 
from library shelves because of partisan or doctrinal 
disapproval. 


3 
CENSORSHIP OF BOOKS, urged or practiced by volun! 


teer arbiters of morals or political opinion or by organi 
tions that would establish a coercive concept of Ameri- 
canism, must be challenged by libraries in maintenance 
of their responsibility to provide public information and 
enlightenment through the printed word,

LIBRARIES SHOULD ENLIST the cooperation of allie 
— in the fields of science, of education, and o 

ok publishing in resisting all abridgment of the free 
access to ideas and full freedom of expression that 
the tradition and heritage of Americans.

AS AN INSTITUTION of education for democratic living, 
the library should welcome the use of its meeting rooms 
for socially useful and cultural activities and discussion 
of current public questions. Such meeting places should 
be available on — terms to all groups in the com 


munity regardless of the beliefs and affiliations of their 
members. 


7-POINT DECLARATION ON FREEDOM 


(1) It is in the public interest for publishers and li- 
brarians to make available the widest diversity of views 
and expressions, including those which are unorthodox 
or unpopular with the majority. 

(2) Publishers and librarians do not need to endorse 
every idea or presentation contained in the books they 
make available. It would conflict with the public inter 
est for them to establish their own political, moral or 
aesthetic views as the sole standard for determining 
what books should be published or circulated. 

(3) It is contrary to the public interest for publishers 
or librarians ss devnibes the acceptability of a book 
solely on the basis of the personal history or political 
affiliations of the author. 

(4) The present laws dealing with obscenity should 
be vigorously enforced. Gapeat that, there is no place 
in our society for extra-legal efforts to coerce the taste 
of others, to confine adults to reading matter deemed 


suitable for adolescents, or to inhibit the efforts o 
writers to achieve artistic expression. 

(5) It is not in the public interest to force a reader to 
accept with any book the prejudgment of a label charac 
terizing the book or author as subversive or dangerous, 


(6) It is the responsibility of ‘publishers and lib 
ians, as guardians of the people’s freedom to read, 
contest encroachments upon that freedom by individual 
or groups seeking to impose their own standards ¢ 
tastes upon the community at large. 


(7) It is the responsibility of publishers and libra 
ians to give full meaning to the freedom to read by pro 
viding books that enrich the quality of thought and e 

ression. By the exercise of this affirmative respons 

ility, bookmen can demonstrate that the answer to 
bad book is a good one, the answer to a bad idea i 
a good one ;

of the Council the Library Bill of Rights was interpreted as applying to all 
materials and media of communications used or collected by libraries. 


THE AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION AND THE AMERICAN BOOK PUB- 


LISHERS COUNCIL adopted the 7-point program printed above in Los Angeles, 
on June 25, 1953. 
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
